Before long the Kra- 
kow area, it was said, is expected to 
supply 120,000 Polish farmhands to help 
fight Germany's battle to produce 
more food. 


In addition, a decree was announc- 


ed confiscating all factories, farms and 
forest lands in the former Polish ter- 
lytory annexed to Germany.
